SALES TAX FIGHT 
BEGUN IN HOUSE 
“OPERA TAX LOSES 


House Expected To 
Reach Vote on General 
Tax Act Today; Store 


Tax Opposed. 


the fight to impose a general sales tax 
in Georgia was launched in the house 
Thursday afternoon when an amend- 
ment to the general tax act was of- 
fered by Representatives Miller, of 
Muscogee, and Bloch,/of Bibb, provid- 
ing for the levy of such a tax in 
Georgia. The tax is applied to the 
gross value of goods purchased for 
resale in Georgia. For the first $1,- 
000 in value a tax of $5 is levied. 
Up to $100,000 thereafter a levy of 
2 mills on each dollar is imposed and 
on purchases above $100,000 the tax 
rate is three mills. 
One of the most spectacular fights 
of an otherwise dull session of the 
legislature is expected to develop over 
the passage of the general sales tax. 
It ig a measure of far-reaching im- 
portance and if passed will bring con- 
siderable revenue into the state from 
@ source .heretofore not used for reve- 
} nue purposes.

execution of Nicola Sacco and Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti. 

It was the biggest demonstration 
Berlin has witnessed for a year. The 
communists paraded with floats and 
electrical chairs and young commu- 
nists personifying Sacco and Van- 
zetti, with priests at their side mo- 
‘tioning them to the electric chair. 

Police officers held up the floats 
and ordered the communists to give up 
their religious vestments. The latter 
refused and a fight ensued, in which 
many were clubbed down and arrest- 
ed. The floats were taken to police 
headquarters. 

Assail “American Murder.” 

The communists adopted a resolu- 
tion “against American murder jus- 
tice,” ordering all factories to order 
deputations to call on the American 
ambassador aua protest “for the life 
of two honest Italians unjustly con- 
demned.” 

Berlin and all Germany deeply re- 
grets Governor Fuller's decision, seiz- 
ing upon Sacco and Vanzetti “as mat- 
tyrs of their party.” They see in the 
decision a tragic error of justice, 
which all brand in the strongest terms.

PRESIDENT IS NAMED “WANBLEE TOKAHA” 


Paid Leader of Nation

Deadwood, 8.°D., August 4.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge is now Wanblee Tokaha 
(Leading Hagle), great chief of the 
Ogalals Sioux Indian tribe. 

The straw hat which he withdrew 
from the 1928 presidential ring .two 
days ago was tossed away agaifi today 
as he put on a magnificent war bon- 
net of black-tipped eagle feathers that 


now ranks with Sitting Bull, Red 
Cloud and- two other famous chiefs in 
the councils of the tribe. 

“You are now 100 per cent Ameri- 
can,” Chief Yellow Robe told the

Better Facilities 
For Sanitarium 
Urged by Swint 


That*scores of insane men and wom- 
en, many of whom could be restored to 
normaicy by proper treatment, were 
being sent to the county jails of Geor- 
gia for lack of room at tbe state sani- 
tarium at Milledgeville was told Gov- 
ernor L. G. Hardman yesterday after- 
noon by Dr. R. C. Swint, superinten- 
dent of the institution and a widely 
known specialist in mental diseases. 
He has been in charge of the sanita- 
rium for years. 

Dr. Swint was accompanied on bis 
visit to the governor by several mem- 
bers of the board of trustees, who 
again urged that some prompt meas- 
ures be taken to relieve the situation 
at the state sanitarium, which was 
forced two weeks ago to clese its doors 
against further admittance of pa- 
tients, its population having reached 
5,000 insane men and women of both 
races, 

“This crisis was not reached sud- 
denly.”” said Dr. Swint. “It has come 
on through the years, and governors 
and legislatures have repeatedly beep 
urged to provide some relief, 

“Insane people are merely sick peo- 
.ple. There are mental diseases as wel) 
as hysical diseases. The insane 
should not be merely locked up. They 
should be given the best of scientific 
treptment, which can be provided only 
at an institution euup 
for such treatment. Tt is perhaps the 
most intricate branch of all medical 
science. , 

“Last year, more than half the ‘pa- 
tients received at the stat® sanitarium 
were suffiicently restored to be sent 
hack to their homes and make room 
for others. This could only be pos- 
sible through using the most advanced 
methods of treatment, such as cannot 
be supplied outside such an institu- 
tion. - 

“The state sanitarium at Milledge- 
ville outgrew its capacity long ago. 
Its trustees bave submitted to over 
crowding against their will; because 
there was no other way. But when 
the population reached 5,000, a short 
time ago, there was no possibility of 
admitting more, and reluctantly it was 
ordered ‘hat no further admissions be 
made, except as vacancies occurred by 
death or dismissal.”

The, measure 
requires the use of the state-approved 
books in all sehovls, violation being a 
misdemeanor. 

The move to have the state print its 
own text books for the schools is not 
a new one in Georgia, having been 
aired in the 1925 and previous legis- 
latures.

county; A. L. Hughes, of Clinch 
county; Scott T. Deaton and J. H. 
Quarterman, of Ware county.

Where Was 
Sinai? 

Where was Mount Sinai? The ques- 
tion has been askel threugh the ages, 
and owing to the absence of exact de- 
tail on the part of the Bible, all art- 
tempts at identification have been in- 
conclusive. Dr. Nielsen, who has just 
returned to Copenhagen, from his re 
search expedition in Kgypt, LValestine, 
Transjordania, and Arabia, believes, 
it is reported, that he is able to prove 
that Mount Sinai, where Moses pro- 
mulgated the ten commandments, ‘is 
not on the Sinai peninsula at all, but 
on the mountains of Edom, south of 
the Dead Sea. It his frequently been 
argued that the peninsula of Sinai, a 
barren waterless desert, could never 
have accommodated two million souls, 


different from what many people 
had assumed in advance of reading 
the report. The plan, as first re- 
ported, did not provide for the cre- 
ation of any private corporation at 
all.

It was pointed out that the reve- 
nues now going to the _ board 
amounting to about eleven millions 
of dollars a year are to be divided 
so as to give it six millions a year 
to construct and maintain the 2,000 
miles not being paved. The rest. of 
the jena are deposited in thej] 
State treasury to create a sinking 
fund against which the board issues 
debentures, payable only out of the 
sinking fund, for enough money to 
pave the 5,000 miles which they 
will handle in the name of the au- 
thority. 


Also, out of the proceeds of the 
debentures, there would be _ re- 
funded at once to the counties of 
Georgia the moneys they have here- 
tofore paid out in building state- 
aid roads. This amounts to about 
twenty millions of dollars, nearly 
every county in the state being en- 
titled to a part of it. 

The amounts deposited in the 
sinking fund would pay off the 
debentures, it is estimated, in about 
1S years.

~ CUT AUTHORIZED 


New York, August 4.—(4)}—Reduc- 
tion of its rediscount.rate from 4 to 
4 1-2 per cent was announced today 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
Yérk, coincident with a similar cut in 
Boston. The change, which was’ the 
first since August 13, 1926, when 
the rate was raised from 3 1-2 to 
4 per cent, followed like reductions 
in St. Louis yesterday and in Kansas 
City a week ago. 

The change in the rate caused little 
surprise in Wall street, where it was 
deemed inevitable in. view of the re- 
cent drop in banker acceptances to 
3 1-8 per cent and the generally easy 
credit situation created by the -pres- 
ence of an enormous supply of funds 
in the loeal market. 

Although bankers’ loans, announced 
today, stood at the record breaking 
total of $3,171,845,000, the ratio of 
total reserves to deposits and federal 
note liabilities combined was. 82. per 
cent; against 81.1 per cent a year ago, 
indicating that loans on securities have 
caused no serious strain on the credit 
situation. Stock exchange collateral 
loans to members are also at record 
high figures. 

There was a feeling in financial 
circles that the change in the redis- 
count rate came at a_ psychological 
time. Some concern had heen ex- 
pressed lest a reduction lead to fur- 
ther inflation of security prices, rather 
than to stimulation of commercial ae- 
tivities. The announcement by Presi- 
dent Coolidge, however, that he does 
not expect to be a candidate for re- 
election is expected to act as a brake 
on excess speculation in securities. 

That a reduction here was sure to 
follow those in Kansas City and St. 
Louis was also considered a certainty 
in well-informed quarters as main- 
tenance of a 4 per cent rate would 
tend to “pull’’ funds into the New 
York center from districts in which 
the rate had been lowered.

he was subject to deportation as an 
undesirable alien. 

To Ingpector C. T.. Masek of the 
Atianta office. Williams maintained 
his story of British birth. anc added 
a wealth of detail, telling how he 
came to this country six.years ago, 
giving thé names and street adresses 
of his parents, whom, he said,> lived 
in Kingsport, thirty miles west of 

‘ingston, Jamaica. Investigation 
proved that “Kingsport”,did not exist, 
and that Williams story was a myth. 

uestioned again, Williams reiterat- 
ed his claim of Jamaica age his birth- 
place, and further investigation like- 
wise failed to verify his statement. 
He was released from the penitentiary 
the first of .May of this year after 
serving a term for possessing and con- 
cealing stolen goods, and brought to 
Fulton tower, while the investigation 
went on.

SACCO, VANZETTI PLAN 
SUPREME COURT PLEA

chief executive’s decision that Sacco 
and Vanzetti are guilty and must die. 

Much interest was attached to the 
forthcoming publieation of the report 
of the advisory committee, composed 
of President A. Lawrence Lowell. of 
Harvard; President Samuel W. Strat- 
ton, of "Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and the Judge 
Robert Grant. 

Governor Fuller, in his decision, de- 
clared that these men. who made an 
independent investigation and review 
of the case, were unanimously in 
agreement with his opinion th the 
condemned radicals had been fairly 
tried, 

The ¢ommittee’s report will not be 
made public before Friday, th¢ gov- 
ernor said as he left the state house 
late Thursday and was whisked away 
to his summer home in New Hamp- 
shire. 

Sacco and Vanzetti were informed 
that Governor. Fuller had decreed 
they must die, and accepted the ver- 
dict without signs of hysteria. 

Wife Breaks News. 

Mrs. Sacco, wife of the former shoe- 
maker, and Thompson, performing his 
last service as their attorney, entered 
the death house at 10:15 a. m. and 
broke the news. 

The defense committee, hastening 
its final efforts to save the men 
against the approach of the fatal Wed- 
nesda y midnight, found itself forced | 
to swap horses in the stream when 
Thompson, a prominent and conser- 
vative member of the Massachusetts 
bar, suddenly withdrew frim_ the 
case. 

Hill, who succeeds Thompson, is, 
like his predecessor, a lawyer of the 
conservative Massachusetts type. He 
is prepared to submit to the superior 
courts final pleas which two young 
legal students have drawn up secretly 
for the defense committee. 

The nature of these pleas—the last 
chance to save Sacco_and Vanzetti 
from the electric chair—is being jeal- 
ously guarded, 

Public sympathy in Massachusetts 
is far from preponderant on the side 
of the condemned men. 

When Governor Fuller, closely 
guarded, came to the _ statehouse 
Thursday it was to find his desk 
piled high with telegrams and mes- 
sages from far and near. .And a ma- 
jority of those messages were con- 
gratulatory.

Thompson To Be Witness. 

The United News has learned that

The real reason for 'Thompson’s 
withdrawal may be stated as follows:

Governor Ful- 
ler, in the statement denying clem- 
ency to the condemned men, indicated 
lack of sympathy with Thompson’s 
manner of handling the appeals, just 
as Judge Webester Thayer previous- 
ly had criticized Fred Moore, the 
California attorney who defended Sac- 
co and Vanzetti at the trial. 

“If I were to continue in charge, 
and were to’ press the ap a which 
will be uaa Thompson said in sub- 
stance, in discussing his recede to 
withdraw, “the feeling might be that 
I merely was up to some new tricks.” 

Thompsen Urges Hill. 

Thompson prevailed upon the de- 
fense committee, therefore, to place 
the handling of the case during the 
brief interval remaining before the 
death sentence must be carried out 
in the hands of a conservative, highly 
i regarded member of the Massachusetts 
bar, Arthur D. Hill.

Charges made by the district golf 
axsociation were not made public, but 
it was understood that the golfer was 
charged vith having profited indirect- 
ly from his skill at the game, through 
employment by Edward B. McLean, 
Washington publisher. Voigt said he 
was employed by Mr. McLean as an 
assistant secretary and not as a golfer. 
Hie was formerly an employee of the 
trensury department. 

“The committee has examined the 
circumstances in Mr. Voigt's case,” 
said a statement by Secretary Ramsey 
whieh defined the term “amateur,” 
“and as a result of its investigation 
finds that, tested by the rules above 
mentioned, there has been no violation 
by Mr. Voigt. 

“It is not the opinion of the com- 
mittee that Mr. Voigt has acted in a 
manner detrimental to the best inter- 
ests and true spirit of the game.

They admitted, however, that they 
saw no liquor in the car, and that 
they saw none transported in it. The 
evurt ruled that the government had 
failed to prove that liquor on which 
the federal tax had not been paid was 
transported in the car.
